Ghe ‘Price of Scrap. 


Very many people, I fancy, regard the 
numerous reports of impending wars on 
the Continent as mere alarmists’ rumours, 
and are content to rést secure in the fancy 
that the peace of Europe is not likely to 
be re-shattered for many generations to 
come. Occasionally, however, tiny facts 
come to light which are like feathers in 
the wind of impending conflict. A friend 
of mine, a;Dublin business man, in a 
conversation with the manager of a city 
concern, expressed the opinion that all 
this. talk of. war was so much nonsense. 
Rather to his surprise, the other man |’ 
received this sentiment with a serious face.

Mr. Birrell’s remains will be cremated on 
Thursday, and there will

yet been determined. His son, Mr. Francis 
Ditreil, is ill, and will be unable to attend 
either the cremation or the Memorial Service. 


MR. BIRRELL’S CAREER. 


Mr. Birrell's name will be remembered in 
freland through his remarkable tenure of 
the office of Chief Secretary for Ireland in the 
Liberal Government from 1907 to 1916. The 
Liberals came into office at the beginning of 
1906, but the first post given to Mr. -Birrell 
was that of President of the Board of 
Education. He had not previously been a 


1900 for the constituency adjojaing Mr. 
Asquith’s former constituency in Fife, he was 


North Bristol for the Liberal Party in the 
vear of their return to office after the long 
period in the wilderness. In the meantime, he 
had been doing useful work for the peer ‘in 
connection with the Liberal 
Department, and, himself the son of a Non- 
conformist ‘minister, he also claimed the con- 
sideration of the party leaders as a re- 
presentative of the strong Nonconformist 
element among the supporters of Liberalism. 
In addition to that, he had some reputation 
as a scholar, He was an Honorary Fellow of 
Trinity Hall, Cambridge. a Bencher of the 
Inner Temple, a Professor of Law, and had 
won a literary reputation twenty years before 
as the author of a life of Charlotte Bronté 
and of the ‘‘Obiter Dicta’’ essays—and the 
Board of Education seemed to be the place 
for him. The Nonconformists, however, 
wanted a vigorous policy in regard to control 
of the schools. Mr. Birrell showed no great 
vigour, and young Reginald McKenna, fayoured 
by Mr, Asquith, was burning to tackle the 
problem. It was that feature of the situation, 
rather than auy special interest of his in Ire- 
land, which led to Mr. Birrell’s transfer to 
the Trish Office when Mr. (afterwards Viscount’ 
Brvce, after less than a year’s tenure of the 


post, ceased to be Chief Secretary. 


“ THE IRISH OFFICE.” 
Tt was Bterally “the Trish Office’ in Mr. 
Birrell’s case; that is to say, the London end 
of Irish government. During his nine years 
as Chief Secretary, Mr. Birrell was seldom 
seen at Dublin Castle. Occasionally he would 
spend part of a Parliamentary recess in motcr- 
ing round the country with that recognised 
guide to Chief Secretaries for the last twenty 
or thirty years, Sir Henry Robinson, of the 
Local Government Board. But at Dublin 
Castle, during Mr. Birrell’s first years, there 
was Sir Antony Macdonnell © (afterwards 
Lord Macdonnell), a man of exceptional 
weight, in the position of Under Secretary, 
whose dabblings in Devolution schemes during 
the Unionist régime had led to the fall of 
Mr. Wyndham, but who had remained to 
serve Mr. Walter Long, and now, under a 
Liberal Government and with a Chief whose

A Galking Clock. 


The famous clock in Strassbourg 
Cathedral, on which a golden cock crows 
twice at the hour has been considered a 
marvel of the checkmaker’s skill through- 
out the centuries. Few people know, how- 
ever, that an Irishman constructed a clock 
that could talk a hundred years before 
the invention of the phonograph. John 
Wesley in his Journal describes this clock, 
which he saw when on a visit to Lurgan 
in 1758. Mr. Miller, a prominent 
merchant of that town, made this clock in 
his spare time. A statue of an old man 
standing behind a curtain would draw the 
curtain aside with his hand at every hour, 
and, turning his head from side to side, 
announce in a loud voice: ‘‘ Past one, two, 
three,” and so on.’

MODERN ELECTRIC LIFTS.

“Modern Electric Lifts’? was the subject 
of a lecture delivered last night by Mr. L. J. 
Gooch, A.M.LE.E., before the Engineerin 
and Scientific Association of Ireland at 
Merrion square, Dublin.

General Max- 
well, sent to suppress it, was given, .fuli 
powers. ‘the political. administration Was 
superseded by the military authority. it was 
plain that whenever the political administra 
tion should be resumed, Mr. Birrell would 
not be connected with it. He, as usual, was 
in England: Parliament had adjourned’ for 
Easter. When it met again, on May órd, Mr 
Birrell informed the House of Commons of 
his resignation. In broken tones he con- 
fessed the total breakdown of the principles 
on which for nine years tie had endeavoured 
to govern Ireland. Sir Matthew Nathan, the 
Under-Seerétary, also resigned, and on May 
10th ord Wirborne, the Viceroy, followed 
their example. | 

A Royal Commission was set up, with Lord 
Hardinge of Penshurst as Chairman, to in- 
quire into the causes of the rebellion. The 
vacant. offices were wot filled - pendi its 
report, which was issued on the 4th July. 
The general conclusion, of the Commission 
was that ' the mai? cause of the rebellion 
appears to be that» lawlessness’ was allowed 
to grow unchecked, and that ireland for 
several years past has been administered on 
the principle that it was safer and more 
expedient to leave the law in abeyance—if 
collision with any faction of the Irish’ people 
could thereby be avoided.’’ Such was the 
verdict on Mr. Birrell's Chief Secretaryship. 
The Commission further expressed the direct 
opinion that “‘the Chief Secretary, as the 
administrative head of Your Majesty's 
Government in ‘Ireland, was primarily 
responsible for the situation that was 
allowed to arise and the outbreak that 
occurred,” | 

Mr. Birrell’s public life was over. He was 
fifty-six when he obtained Ministerial office ; 
sixty-six when his. public career came to a 
close. He did not resign his seat in Parlia- 
ment ; that was because nobody wanted a by- 
War, but he did not 
return to Westminster, He had, at least, his 
books; he had never been happy away from 
them. He had been feeble in health for the 
past few years. He was always a weary-seeming 
man, apart from books or talk of books, into 
which he entered with zest at avy time. His 
essays were really book-talk. pleasant, gossip- 
ing. but ''mannered ' studies of books and 
book-men, chiefly of the Lamb and Hazlitt 
period—joining on after Austin Dobson's 
special period.

It has been stated that the Home «tule 
measures were more the Prime Minister's 
concern than the Chief Secretary s; but t..ere 
is a ' Birrell’? Act which connects his name 
with Irish legislation. It is a Land Act, and 
was passed (he guiding it) to relieve the 
situation caused by the constrictiqn of sales 
under the \'yndham Act. Its most striking 
provision was the arrangement for part- 
payment to the vendor in Stock. A vendor 
could elect to receive all cash, but it was 
understood that purchase would be delayed 
in his case until r“ogress had been made 
down the list of vendors who would take 
Stock. 

Sir Henry Robinsén, who was Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Local Government Board under 
Mr. Birrell, and under many other Chief 
Secretaries before and after him, summed 
him up as follows :—‘‘ He was an ideal chief, 
and if legislative work was the criterion of 
a Chief Secretary’s success, his services would 
rank higher than those cf any Chief Secretary 
except Gerald Balfour. Bot a Chief 
Secretary’s reputation will always be founded 
to a large extent on the relative prosperity. 
and peacefulness of the country upon his 
appointment and his retirement, and, judged 
by this standard, Birrell stands condemned, 
as he found the country prosperous ‘and 
peaceful, and left it in a state of armed 
rebellion,” 


THE AFTERMATH. 


Tt was in 1884, when he was ‘thirty-four 
vears of age, that the publication of. his 
‘“‘Obiter Dicta’’. revealed Mr. Birrell as an 
accomplished and erudite essayist with a de- 
lightful style, and his books ever s.nce have 
met with a hearty welcome.. Even: in ad- 
vanced years his pen was not idle, and in his 
eightieth year he completed a new volume of 
essays under the title ' Ht Cetera.”” ' 

In addition to his other gifts, Mr. Birrell 
had a reputat.on as a very happy after-dinner 
speaker, and his speeches were usually 
pointed with flashes of humour. He was not 
afraid of telling a story against himself. He 
related, for instance, how once he was placed 
in a very esa ie Be in a thitd- 
class railway carr.age. He was only in time 
to catch his train, and sat down very. hur- 
riedly, next to a little girl in shaw) and clogs. 
Happening to glance at her a moment or two 
afterwards, he saw that she was very uneasy, 
and that she kept regarding him with marked 
disfavour. It dawned upon him that he was 
sitting upon her newspaper. ‘‘ Here you are 
my dear,’’ he said, pulling out the + from 
under’ him. ‘‘I’m very sorry." e girl, 
however, was not quite satisfied, and he re- 
mained confused until she rose to leave the 
carriage, when she turned to him and asked: 
‘* Please. sir, may I have my fried fish?” 
It had been in the newspaper. 

In 1929. during the celebrations of the Irish 
Catholic Emancipation, the National Univer- 
sity of Ireland conferred its degree of D.Litt.

THE STUDY OF MUSIC. 
PLACE OF. PLAINSONG. 


‘The more one studies the Chant the more 
one is conviticed of the utter inadequacy of 
modern notation to express the subtieties of 
its musical form.’’ So remarked Mr. Hubert 
Rooney, when, continuing his series of 
lectures on the subject of Plaimsong at the 
Royal Irish Academy of Music, Westland 
row, Dublin, he appeaJed to his audience not 
to use books in staff notation for their 
studies, but to take the small additional 
amount of trouble necessary to master the 
olaer forms, and so bring themselves Into 
closer touch with the composers of these 
wonder sotgs of the early Church. 

it was not usual, Mr. Rooney explained, 
to say much about the composers—in most 
cases their very names were unknown, but 
there were composers, and it behoved them to 
remember that they should try to understand 
and feel their music if they were to interpret 
its full beauties. Consequently a thorough 
knowledge of music should go hand-in-hand 
with knowledge of Gregorian Chant, and the 
old masters rightly looked upon Plainsong as 
a part of the study of music. Also it was 
essentially vocal music, not requiring instru- 
mental accompaniment, so that it behoved 
the Piainsong student to know how to sing. 

“The time spent in the study of Plain- 
song,” concluded Mr. Rooney, “ will be well 
spent because, though different forms of 
music may come and go, the Chant can never 
die. it has retained its original freshness 
and vigour throughout the ages, and, having 
survived a thousand years, is gradually com- 
ing once more into general use all over the 


world.”’

SPEECH FOR THE DEFENCE. 


lt was nearly mid-day before Mr. Hooper 

san his address to the jury for the defence. 
\t the outset, he asked the jury to approach 

e case free from any prejudice that might 
ve been created by the prisoner s relations 
th Rita Murtagh, or the alleged previous 
attempts made to murder his wife. The 
whole evidence offered by the State in this 
case was purely circumstantial, and evidence 
of such a nature was peculiarly and particu- 
larly datgerous upon which to rely. Every 

rticle of evidence with which it was 

ight to connect the prisoner with this 
creadful crime was capable of two interpreta- 
tins, and certainly in one direction it was 
capable of the interpretation that the man 
in the dock was innocent of the crime. It | 
would, therefore, be awfully dangerous for 
them to bring in a verdict without carefully 

iivsing every item of evidence in the case. 

He had referred to the question of suspicion 
which might have heen caused in their minds 
ivy the prisoner's relations with Rita 
Murtagh and the alleged attempts to murder 
lis wife, but the jury could not act upon such 

ispicions; thev should be satisfied that there 
was no reasonable doubt of any kind before 
thev could convict the prisoner. If they were 
satisfied that the case was not proved, that 
there was merely suspicion, then they were 
Lound by their oaths and by law to return a 
verdict of not guilty. 

In dealing with the evidence, he asked them 
not to be impressed bv the brutal, savage 
nature of the crime. They were not there 
to discover who could have committed the 
c1ime, or to-answer the question asked at the 
cpening of the trial, “ Who else could have 
done it’’ or ** Who else had any interest in 
it.’’ That was not the function of the jury. 
at all. Their only function was to trv if 
the offence had been brought home with 
reasonabie certaintv to the man in the dock. 
Their verdict would be a final one, because, 
even if there was an appeal, it would only be 
on questions of law; therefore, he advised 
them to scrutinise the evidence very carefully 
hefore thev came to a verdict. He asked 
them to confine their attention to the evidence 
given in the court. and not to the publicity 
and curiosity which the case had aroused. 


THE ALLEGATION OF POISONING. 

Everyone would sympathise with lia 
Murtagh, a pititul figure wien telling the 
story of her betrayal, Lut the jury could not 
draw any inference from her evidence that 
would enable them with any certainty to 
connect the accused with the crime that they 
were now investigating. Jt was indicative of 
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nothing more than suspicion, Fleming's 
association with Rita Murtagh began four 


years ago, and, apparently, grew in intensity 
until there was discussion about marriage, 
such as might arise between a weak man and 
au attractive gurl in the circumstances of the 
man’s position, But at no time until August, 
1932. was there more than discussion. If the 


negotiating with the landlord for the purchase 
of it. Mrs. Fleming, however, had different 
views, and to please her he agreed to look 
at houses in Mobhi road and elsewhere. 
When going out on the afternoon of 26th 
July he suggested to his wife that she should 
accompany him to see the houses, but she 
said that she was waiting for the insurance 
agent and had some things to do about the 
house, whereupon he decided to go out by 
himself, Mrs. Fleming remarking that she 
would see him later. Fleming then went to 
Mobhi road, looked’ at some houses there 
which were for sale, then walked down by 
Drumcondra road. and, having got into the 
city, had a look at the shops in Henry street 
for a suitable overcoat and then took the 
‘bus to Clontarf, When he got there on a 
fine summer’s evening was it not natural 
that he should have a bathe? 

Counsel went in detail through Fleming s 
account of his other movements on the 
evening of the crime, and submitted that, in 
every aspect, it was natural and probable 
and worthy of acceptance by the jury. 

The prosecution had suggested that the 
weapon used by the killer of Mrs, Fleming 
was a heavy hammer—now missing, but of a 
type similar to one produced in Court, 
Picking up this, counsel said that such a 
hammer would have smashed the skull to a 
pulp, and he submitted that a hammer could 
not have been used at all. No weapon had 
been traced to the accused, nor had it been 
proved that he had had an opportunity ot 
conunitting the crime. He was last seen 
about 4.30 p.m. in his garden, and was 
present there, on apparently friendly and 
affectionate terms, with his wife when the 
latter was talking to a neighbour. He was 
not again seen until he was seen at the ull 
Wall about 6.30 p.m., walking along seem- 
ingly without a care on his shoulders. 
Mrs. Fleming had been seen alive at her own 
house at about five or ten minutes past five.

Would Fleming have 
tried to poison his wife with John Berry in 
ithe house, when ample opportunities for 
doing so in his absence were at his command? 
When the wife got ill on the night of 3lst 
March, 1932, would Fleming, assuming that 
he had poisoned her, have got John Berry 
to bring in the O’Rourkes to witness 
the manner of her death? Would he, in the 
presence of Patrick Joseph O'Rourke, a 
trained nurse, have made two further 
attempts to administer poison to her through 
the medium of a glass of hot milk and a 
glass of port wine and whiskey! Counsel 
submitted that only sheer imsanity would 
explain such conduct, and he asked the jury 
confidently to reject the suggestions made by 
the prosecution in relation to the incident. 
lle asked them to consider that attempted 
murder was only a shade less serious than 
murder, and, if there were any charge made 
in respect of it, it should be proved with 
the same certainty as actual murder. 

Patrick Joseph. O'Rourke, who was the 
only person to allege that Mrs. Fleming 
showed symptoms of strychnine pelsoning, 
was not qualified to pronounce any opinion on 
such a subject, and, if he seriously believed 
there had been anything of the kind he 
would have given the woman an emetic; he 
would have called in the police, or he would 
at least havé waited for the arrival of the 
doctor and told him what he suspected, But 
he had not even told the nurse. If he had 
told her. and if the nurse had believed him, 
wonld she not have gone hot-foot for the 
police? 1f Mr. and Mrs. John O'Rourke, the 
decent. respectable neighbours of the 
Flemings, had believed there had heen a 
serious attempt at strychnine poisoning, 
world they have continued on frie terms 
with Fleming?

THE MISSING HAMMER, 

Mr. Haugh then dealt with the question of 
the disappearance of the chisel-headed ham- 
mer, which was missing from the tool shed 
since July 26th. If the prisoner, by 
his own admission, locked the key .of the 
tool-house door in the scullery, how could a 
stranger have gone in there, got the hammer 
and the correct key, and gone back and 
murdered the woman! The fact that there 
was no sign of disturbance in the room 
showed that the woman got no chance of 
resistance, and that the person whe -.attacked 
her knew the situation, and ava.led himself 
of a suitable opportunity of attacking her. If 
a stranger, a mysterious maniac, attacked this 
woman, surely some one would be found w.th 
his clothing covered with blood. The evidence 
was completely inconsistent with a stranger 
entering the house for the purpose of robbery 
or for purposes of lust 

The whole story told by Rita Murtagh in 
the witness box had been corroborated by the 
prisoner on oath—while his wife was attend- 
ing to her sick uncle he was taking Rita 
Murtagh to his house and betraying her, and 
that in various other places he was guilty of 
impropriety with her. 


STORY OF THE “ AUNT.” 

The defence had suggested that prior to 
the óálst March, 1932, the relations of the 
accused towards Rita Murtagh had not pro- 
gressed so far, but, while that might be so, 
the jury should remember that before that 
date Fleming visited Rita Murtagh in hos- 
pital, and said that his “ aunt was leaving 
the house, and as soon as she was gone they 
could get married.

Those ‘‘transient and embarrassed 
phantoms ” who held the Chief Secretary- 
ship for Ireland included two essayists. 
Joseph Addison was fortunate in a brief 
and quiet tenure of office, and, above all, 
in the fact that he contrived to escape a 
quarrel with Swift. Augustine Birrell was 
fortunate, perhaps, in one thing—that, 
when he became Chief Secretary, Swift 
was not Dean of St. Patrick's. Literature, 
on the other hand, is unfortunate; for 
who can doubt that Mr. Birrell’s Irish 


career would have pushed Swift's pen to 
the very summit of satire? An emperor 
boasted that he had found Rome a city 
of brick and had left it a city of marble. 
The verdict of a Royal Commission held 
that in 1907 Mr. Birrell found Ireland 
prosperous, and that in 1916 he left it a 
welter of lawlessness and rebellion. In 
letters cynicism may be an ornament, but 
in politics it is a crime. Mr. Birrell was 
a gentle and amiable man of letters, but

Ulicit Drugs. 


The League of Nations may not be very 
successful at its primary task, the preven- 
tion of war, but it conducts a number of 
sidelines in which it has shown consider- 
ably greater efficiency. Its assaults upon 
the illegal traffic in drugs have gone a long 
way towards the elimination of this evil. 
Nevertheless, the traffic, although crippled, 
manages to survive against all the vigilance 
of the League’s officials and of the national 


police forces. Only last week a “ dump ”’ 
of opium was found in a villa near 
Marseilles. It weighed nearly three tons, 


is valued at £12,500, and is said to be the 
largest quantity of opium ever seized in 
France. In the view of he Marseilles 
police, it came from Turkey, and the fact 
that it was possible to smuggle so large a 
consignment gives some idea of the 
traffickers’ skill. Indeed, as the restric- 
tions on the traffic increase, the ingenuity 
of the drug-providers seems to increase in 
proportion. A report from Geneva sets 
forth the seizures of drugs made by 
the various Governments between July 
lst and. September Ist of this year. In 
that period nearly two tons of raw and 
prepared opium have been seized, in addi- 
tion to large quantities of morphire, heroin, 
cocaine and hashish. A ¢t.aip containing 
half a ton of opium was taken by the 
British authorities as it lay »ff Hong Kong, 
waiting to unload its supply upon smaller 
vessels. Other seizures were made on the 
Simplon-Orient express to Istambul. In 
Montreal more than 100 cigarettes loaded 
with hashish were confiscated, and informa- 
tion emerged that fifteen similar cigarettes 
already had been gold for nearly £4. There 
is no end to the smugglers’ cleverness, 
and, as soon as one trick is detected, they 
invent another. The vigilance of the 
authorities cannot be relaxed while a 
single source of supply remains open. 


Fruit for Britain. 


One result of Great Britain’s tariff 
system has been a fall in her imports 
of fruit from foreign countries, while 
supplies from the Empire show a notice- 
able increase. Every day fruit, vegetables 
and nuts to the value of £100,000 are 
unloaded upon British wharves, and a 
very large share of these cargoes comes 
from the Dominions and Colonies. In a 
single week lately 540,000 bushels of 
apples were shipped from four Canadian 
provinces to Britain, and during the 
same period only 23,000 bushels were 
directed to the Continent of Europe. In 
the same week almost every part of the 


Empire contributed to the stocking of 
Britain’s fruit shops. The Channel 
Islands exported grapes, apples and 
pears. From Canada came pears, in 


addition to the huge consignment of 
apples. South Africa sent oranges, grape- 
fruit and lemons; and large supplies of 
various fruits were exported to Britain 
from Australia, Cyprus, Palestine and 
the British West Indies. The Free State 
was represented by consignments of 
apples. Her export of fruit to Great 
Britain has never been very large at the 
best of times; and there is no valid 
reason why an industry so natural to the 
country should not possess more import- 
ance in the national economy than it 
holds at present. The fruit-growers of 
the Free State have sunk into a sort of 
apathy as a result of hard times and the 
intensive competition uf other countries.

SPARTINA GRASS.

The result of the first ballot in the 
Spanish general election is far from con- 
clusive, though the anti-Socialist parties 
have scored heavily óver their opponents.

High Court Judges. 


Lord Buckmaster, a former Lord Chan- 
cellor, anxious to re-establish the prin- 
ciple that High Court Judges shal] he 
completely free from Government and 
political interference, will move a resolu- 
tion in the House of Lords next week 
asking the House to express its opinion 
that there cannot be any liberty unless 
the Judges of the Supreme Court are 
entirely independent of the Executive 
Government. It is his view that, to attain 
this result, they ought not only to be 
irremovable, except by an address from 
both Houses of Parliament, but their 
salaries ought not to be diminished during 
their continuance in office.

FLEMING SENTENCED 
TO DEATH.

II trial of John Fleming, a draper's 
assistant in Dublin, for the murder of 
his wife, Ellen, at their home, 48 Carling- 
ford road, which had been at hearing 
before Mr. Justice Meredith and a jury at 
the Central Criminal Court, Dublin, for 
six days, terminated at 12.30 o'clock this 
morning. 

Fleming was found guilty and sentenced 
to death, Mr: Justice Meredith fixing the 
date of execution for December 19th: 

Fleming’s counsel applied for leave to 
appeal, and Mr. Justice Meredith granted 
the application. 

Fleming, who is a native of the West 
of Ireland, and his wife were employed as 
drapers’ assistants in Dublin warehouses 
and lived for some years at Carlingford 
road, Drumcondra. They were married 
twelve years, and the only child of the 
marriage died at birth. 

On July 26th last Mrs. Fleming was 
found dead in the house with wounds on 
her head, and the same evening her 
husband was arrested in the house of a 
friend in the Clontarf district. 

He denied all knowledge of the crime, 
but the District Justice who heard the case 
returned him for trial. 

The weapon with which Mrs. Fleming 
was killed was never found, despite a long 
search by the police over a wide area. 

During the hearing of the case it was 
alleged that Fleming had made an attempt 
to administer poison to his wife some years 
ago, but this he also denied during his 
examination on Saturday, but he admitted 
association with a young woman for some 
years past. 

The hearing of the case excited a great 
deal of interest in Dublin, and crowds 
gathered outside the Courthouse every day 
during the trial. 

After sentence of death had been passed 
on him Fleming was driven to Mountjoy

ATTEMPT TO SMUGGLE IN 
RUSSIAN GUNS.

PESHAWAR, Monday. 


An attempt to smuggle guns and ex- 
plosives across the Indian frontier has 
been frustrated by the alertness of a 
frontier policeman. 

A Pathan was about to drive six heavily- 
laden donkeys across the Attock Bridge 
when he was challenged, and ten live 
bombs, three bags of gunpowder, a 
thousand cartridges, seventeen rifles, seven 
revolvers, and four shotguns were found. 

It is stated that the arms, some of which 
were of Russian manufacture, were being 
smuggled into the Punjab from the 
frontier. 


LORD STRICKLAND ON 
MALTA,

PUNISHING LOYALISTS 
WITH DISLOYALISTS. 


Lord Strickland, former Premier of 
Malta and leader of the Constitutional 
Party there, who has just arrived in 
London, summed up his view of the posi- 
tion in Malta to Reuter as “ an impossible 
situation that cannot continue.” 

Lord Strickland went to Malta more 
than a fortnight ago in connection with the 
crisis, and has now returned to raise the 
question of Malta and her suspended Con- 
stitution in the House of Lords. 

“ What I thought when I set out for 
Malta on November 2nd to perform my 
duties as leader of the Opposition has 
proved to be entirely true,’’ declared Lord 
Strickland. 

“ What is the position? Loyalists and 
disloyalists are equally punished.  Pro- 
British members and employés of loyalist 
organisations in considerable numbers are 
losing their salaries. England is being 
blamed for every mistake in the adminis- 
tration. There will soon be no strong or 
growing pro-British party to stand up for 
the Empire, which existed on my arrival 
in Malta.’’ 

Lord Strickland said that he believed 
“ that the Constitution of Malta had been 
destroyed prematurely and without justi- 
fication.”’

CA adjournment oí the General Com- 


mission of the Disarmament Cóon- 
ference until January will be proposed at 
the Bureau meeting on Wednesday. 

This follows the meeting at the house of 
M. Avenol, Secretary-General of the 
League, this afternoon, when it was 
decided to set up a small drafting com- 
mittee, which will prepare a resolution to 
be submitted to the Bureau on Wednes- 
day. 

This resolution will propose the adjourn- 
ment until some time after the January 
meeting of the Council. The Council meets 
on January 10th. 

Meanwhile Sir John Simon left for 
London this evening in order to be present 
at the opening of Parliament. Hé will 
return to Geneva if his presence is con- 
sidered necessary, but this seems unlikely 
in view of present indications, 


VISIT TO ROME, 


M. Avenol is going to Rome for the 
funeral of a former Italian Foreign 
Minister on Wednesday, but it is generally 
believed here that his visit to Rome is 
primarily to discuss the attitude of Italy 
towards the League of Nations. 

Mr. Eden is remaining in Geneva, and 
will represent Great Britain at the Bureau 
meeting on Wednesday. 

Meanwhile the technical committees will 
continue to work for another seven or 
eight days before they adjourn. In the 
interval there will be an exchange of 
diplomatic communications between the 
various capitals, including Berlin, with a 
view to trying to straighten out the situa- 
tion. 

It is understood that these negotiations 
will go beyond the framework of the Dis- 
armament Conference, and it is probable 
that a meeting of the Powers chiefly 
interested in these problems will be 
arranged for some time next month. 


GREAT IMPROVEMENT. 


The situation seems to have greatly im- 
proved as a result of the conversations 
that have taken place, and even M. Paul- 
Boncour has expressed himself as satisfied 
with the course of the discussions in the 
last two or three days. 

It is believed that M. Avenol’s visit to 
Rome may not be unconnected with the 
diplomatic conversations that are now 
going to take place. 

Sir John Simon’s visit has cleared the 
air, although the full benefits are not 
likely to transpire for some time. M. 
Paul-Boncour this evening said that the 
French and British attitudes had come 
much closer together. 

The question of Mr. Henderson’s 
resignation has not been raised at any of 
the meetings. It is, therefore, assumed 
that the President of the Disarmament 
Conference is satisfied that the fillip he 
has given to the proceedings has borne use- 
ful fruit, and an adjournment in present 
circumstances does not mean procrastina- 
tion. 

The diplomatic pourparlers which will 
now take place will, it is generally con- 
ceded, offer the best chance of securing 
real progress. 


THE LEAGUE. 


The fact that it is admitted that these 
negotiations will go outside the Disarma- 
ment Conference is taken to imply that 
the reorganisation of the League will also 
be discussed, as well as comparatively 
minor questions, such as the future of 
the Saar. 

This would almost necessarily involve 
a conference outside the Disarmament 
Conference, and gives point to rumours 
of a meeting on Italian soil. 

Signor Mussolini’s aim is to secure 
either a Four-Power meeting, or a Six- 
Power meeting, with the addition of the 
United States and Soviet Russia, prefer- 
ably in Rome. The United States recogni- 
tion of Soviet Russia has caused great 
satisfaction in Rome (says Reuter’s 
Correspondent). 


ASSURANCE OF ITALY. 


Signor Mussolini has, it is learnt, 
assured the French Ambassador that, 
despite the present Italian Press campaign 
against the League of Nations, it is not his 
policy to break with Geneva. 

This does not, of course, exclude the 
possibility that between now and December 
5th, when the Fascist Grand Council wil] 
discuss ‘‘Italy’s relations with the 
League,” events may occur which will 
cause the Duce to change his mind. 

Nevertheless, it is pointed out in official 
quarters that this is the first meeting of 
the Grand Council since the withdrawal] of 
Germany, and it is normal procedure for 
the highest executive body in Italy to 
examine the new situation thus created.

FREE STATE 
FISHERIES. 

APPOINTMENT OF 
A COMMISSION. 


THE TERMS OF 
REFERENCE.

HE Free State Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries has implemented a pro- 
mise, given on his behalf, that he would 
appoint a Commission to examne the 
position of fisheries within the twenty- 
six counties 
The terms of reference of this Commis- 
sion, the personnel of which was officially 
announced yesterday, are—' To inquire 
into the salmon fisheries and fresh-water 
fisheries of An Saorstat; to investigate 
their modes of tenure and the laws re- 
lating to their control and preservation ; 
to report thereon, and to recommend such 
steps as seem necessary or desirable in 
order to promote their development and 
increase their national utility.”’ 


THE MEMBERS. 


The following persons have been ap- 
pointed as members of the Commission : 
Francis Gallagher, solicitor, Donegal, who 
will act as Chairman; Senator Michael 
Duffy, 17 Sandycove road, County Dub- 
lin; Mr. J. P. Digby, Corn Exchange 
Buildings, Burgh quay, Dublin; Mr. T. 
J. O'Reilly, ex-T.D., Scariff, Killarney ; 
Mr. Liam Forde, manager, Lax Weir. 
Limerick; Mr. Barry Sullivan, solicitor, 
Lismore ; Mr. H. G. Ryder, 25 Westmore- 
land street, Dublin, and Mr. L. C. 
Moriarty, of the Department of Lands 
and Fisheries. 

‘The establishment of the Commission 
was brought about almost directly by 
strong opposition to a clause in the Land 
Bill which, it was thought by opponents, 
interfered with the rights ot owners. 
Fishery Boards throughout the Free State 
were alarmed at the powers of State in- 
terference contained in the clause, and 
the decisions of protest meetings were 
conveyed to the appropriate department. 


MINISTER’S PROMISE. 

Then the members of the Senate 
brought the defects of this amendment 
into the clearer light, after the Land Bill 
had passed through the Dail, and it was 
in the Senate that Mr. Aiken, who had 
control of the Land Bill in its passage 
through both Houses, promised that 
a Commission would be set up. 
He made it clear in his speech, 
however, that this Commission would 
set out to make recommendations under 
which the fisheries would be made to be 
of greater value to the State. 

Further, he made it clear that, in any 
instance where it was found that a fishery 
was not being worked, as perhaps the 
Minister or some other person thought it 
should be worked, the rights of ownership 
might be entirely thrust aside, and that 
the fishery would pass into what one 
might term State control. That statement 
apparently holds good and is illumined 
further in the phrase in the terms of 
reference of the Commission, ‘‘ to investi- 
gate their modes of tenure and the laws 
relating to their control and preserva- 
tion.” 


EVIDENCE TO BE TAEEN. 

The Commission will require to have 
evidence from fishery boards and fishery 
owners throughout the country—a_ task 
which will take many months to complete.

THE NEW SESSION.

In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes :—The session which begins to-day 
is more than technically the opening of a 
new chapter in the life of a parliament. 
The present House of Commons was given 
a very general mandate. The National 
Government demanded, and was accorded, 
a free hand to rescue the nation from some 
extremely pressing difficulties, which were 
reflected most visibly in the embarrass- 
ment of the national finances and in a 
mounting tide of unemployment, and which 
had caused widespread distrust of our 
capacity and of our resolution to set our 
house in order. Since that time the free 
hand has been used with striking results 
upon the problems which looked most 
formidable two years ago. The very 
success of the National Government in 
averting dangers, once clearly formidable, 
has encouraged the illusion that these 
dangers never really existed and could 
never again be incurred. Those who 
cherish this illusion seem to forget that 
the improvement, though great, must be 
very much greater before national pros- 
perity, measured by the unemployment 
figures, is even as great as it was four 
years ago. 

Mr. Baldwin wisely pointed out the 
other day that there are limits to the pos- 
sible recovery of a great trading nation so 
long as world markets are disorganised. 
Economic and financial recovery in Great 
Britain have been carried far and can be 
carried still farther, but prosperity can be 
neither complete nor stable until a 
similar recovery can be organised in a 
large part of the world. To mention only 
one new development, no one yet can pos- 
sibly tell what effect upon the monetary 
and economic policy of other countries may 
be produced by the experiment being con- 
ducted in the United States. Fortunately. 
all but the fringes of the House of 
Commons realise that the task of a 
National Government is far from complete. 
The malcontents are in some cases eminent, 
but within the House of Commons their 
influence is small, and there can be little 
doubt that, if the issue were clearly put 
to the electors, the view that party politics 
are still untimely would be heartily 
endorsed.

OUTLOOK FOR THE 
FREE STATE, 


Mr. James J. Auchmuty, B.A., in a paper 
on “ Democracy and Dictatorship,’ read to 
the Dublin University History Society yester- 
day, said that the true democracy had room 
for a multitude of diverging and conflicting 
opinions, but it must create the environment 
for the growth and nourishment of the in 
dividual within the necessarily circumscribed 
limits of society. Laws which any large 
minority of the nation did rot feel moraiiv 
compelled to obey inevitably weakened the 
usefulness of the State and cut at the heart 
of any theories of government which could 
possibly be advanced. 

Until such time as the Free State became 
thoroughly democratic, and achieved a con 
dition of affairs where all Irishmen were 
willing to abide by the decision of the ballot 
box, and would not bring in coercive measures 
to gain their point—until that time the Irish 
Free State was condemned to lead a troubled 
and unhappy existence. 

Democratic government maintained the onlv 
political system in which men were recognised 
to possess an equal claim upon the common 
stock. Dictatorships became concerned foi 
their own self-preservation, and aristocracies 
whether of wealth, birth or creed, sooner an 
later confounded the public good with their 
privete welfare.
